Dear  Sir:  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  la’w,  I 

have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  Second  Biennial  Report, 
giving^  a summary  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  on  account  of 
the  several  funds,  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  respectively  Oct.  31, 
1893,  and  June  30,  1894.  - 1 also  give  tabulated  statements  show- 
ing the  balances  in  the  several  funds,  the  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  State,  and  securities  purchased  by  the  permanent  school  fund 
of  the  State. 

The  Capitol  Building  Funding  Warrants  to  the  amount  of 
$63,507.46  became  due  April  1,  1894,  and  could  not  be  paid,  as 
the  General  Fund  was  exhausted,  and  so  I made  arrangements 
with  nearly  all  the  holders  to  extend  them  until  April  1,  1895. 

The  Attorney  General  held  that  they  could  not  be  refunded 
under  the  general  law^,  and  so  I recommend  that  the  Legislature 
at  the  earliest  convenience,  pass  a law  to  cover  this  case,  so  that 
said  warrants  can  be  paid  promptly  April  1,  1895. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Soldiers’  Home  have  issued  cer- 
tificates of  ind.ebtedness  for  building  purposes,  and  the  holders 
of  these  certificates  have  repeatedly  demanded  of  this  office  the 
payment  of  interest  on  these  certificates.  There  is  no  law  under 
which  the  interest  of  these  certificates  can  be  paid,  and  they  have 
injured  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  such  certificates,  of  indebted- 
ness, for  any  purposes  whatever,  ought  not  to  be  encouraged  nor 
tolerated  by  the  State. 

I also  recommend  that  Section  3,  Chapter  121,  Session  Laws 
of  1893,  be  repealed,  as  it  is  impracticable  and  unwise.

REFUNDING  BONDS.

In  accordance  with  Chapter  29,  Laws  of  1890,  providing  for 
refunding  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State,  the  $50,000  six  per  cent, 
bonds  issued  for  the  construction  of  the  North  Dakota  Hospital 
of  Insane  at  Jamestown,  being’  subject  to  call,  refunding  bonds 
were  duly  advertised,  and  on  3 une  8, 1894,  were  sold  for  $50,460.45, 
exchange  being  deducted,  and  deposited  at  the  Chemical  National 
Bank,  New  York. 

The  address  of  the  holders  of  the  above  bonds  could  not  be 
learned,  and  in  accordance  with  Chapter  14,  Laws  of  1887,  these 
bonds  were  duly  advertised  and  called  in  for  payment  and 
cancellation  at  the  Chemical  National  Bank,  New  York  City. 

At  the  present  time  $15,500  of  the  above  bonds  have  been 
paid  and  cancelled,  and  the  balance  is  on  deposit  at  the  Chemical 
National  ■ Bank  awaiting  the  presentation  for  payment  of  the 
outstanding  bonds  and  final  settlement. 
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
